E ureka, Calif., Auk. 8—Forty-eight 
persons, 36 passengers and 12 of the 
crew, were lost last night when the 
steam er Alaska of the San Francisco 
A Portland Steam ship company, south 
bound from 
Portland, Ore., to San 
Francisco, sank 30 m intes after crash ­ 
ing into the rocks of Blunt’s Reef, 40 
m iles south of this city. 
The survivors, numbering 166 p o i­ 
sons, w ere brought here today by the 
rescue ship Anyox, the first vessel to 
reach the scene of the wreck in re­ 
sponse to the A laska's radio signals. 
T he coast guard tug Ranger, despatch­ 
ed early today from Eureka, returned 
to port with the bodies of 12 men. 
E ight were m em bers of the crew and 
four were passengers. 
Captain H ar­ 
ry Hobey, m aster of the Alaska, is 
st ill unaccounted for and is believed 
to have gone down with the ship.

steam er Alaska 
foundered 
Saturday 
night, no bodies of the missing, esti­ 
m ated at forty-three, had washed up 
on the Bands today. 
T he coastguard 
cutter 
"Venture 
som e’’ patrolling the tragic w aters off 
B lunt's reef has discovered none of 
the dead whose bodies the sea has ap­ 
parently claimed. 
Of the seventeen 
bodies lying on the m arble slabs of 
th e 
H um boldt 
county 
morgue only 
nine have thus far been identified. 
A goodly party of survivors who 
w ere injured or who had .sufficiently 
revived from the shock to travel, left 
today for San Francisco where they 
will arrive tonight. 
Official Investigation into the wreck 
w as started today. 
The point where 
the Alaska lies is inside of Blunt'* 
reef lighthouse. 
It should have been 
nearly one mile out. 
The vessel had 
not been properly navigated accord­ 
ing to m a rin ers.' 
The A laska’s navigator lost his b ear­ 
ing in the heavy fog. 
T rue to trad i­ 
tion of the sea. Captain H arry Hovey 
w ent down with the ship when th* 
treacherous fingers of the reef opened 
the bottom of the vssel. 
The ship 
w ent down in thirty minutes. 
H er 
w ireless called for help to the last. 
P assengers charged that a partly 
green crew recruited during the mar 
ine strike bungled the launching of 
some of the life boats. 
N early all of the passengers were 
drenched in fuel 
oil 
from 
bursting 
tanks. 
Most of the survivors were in 
a pitiful condition. 


On the heels of the steam er bearing 
the living, cam e the tug Rogers b ear­ 
ing the bodies of twelve dead on deck. 
A fisherman's boat later slipped into 
the harbor with five more bodies and 
two empty lifeboats picked up near 
the scene of the wreck. 
Speed competition between 
coast­ 
w ise vessels was blamed in m arine cir­ 
cles for the disaster, for most of half a 
hundred wrecks which have strewn 
the reefs and harb o r of the Pacific 
during the last twenty years.

der to save time, coastwise passengers 
hug close to the treacherous shoreline 
instead of keeping out to sea.

Fight Locusts With Airplanes. 
The locust plague In southern France 
is being fought with the ald of air­ 
planes. 
On# hundred thousand acres 
Of fort lie land have been devastated. 
Tim pests are hatching out in isolated 
spots on the great Frau plain, and each 
new “nest” gives birth to many mil­ 
lions of locusts. 
It is of vital im­ 
portance to destroy the young insects 
before they are strong enough to fly 
far, and this Is where the airplanes 
are proving so useful. 
Pilots now 
dally scour the whole of the Frau 
plain, flying extremely low. 
When 
they locate a breeding ground or “nast” 
of locusts directions are Immediately 
telephoned to the anti-locust head­ 
quarters at Mlnimns. 
lf there is long 
grass near, petrol Is poured on it 
and it is set afire. 
Otherwise the 
infested area is strewn with sawdust 
conked in arsenic. This kills the locusts 
at once, and also any eggs that are 
unhatched.

ing a story about Louis D. Moseoso, 
successor to De Soto, who explored the 
southwestern part of Missouri in 1512. 
“Sure, Mike,” he said. "These hombre* 
are white, have short hair, curry—" 
But his sentence was never finished. 
About that time it began to ruin and 
the council adjourned to the shelter, 
It is now 312 years since that time, but 
the water from that very rain w*e ore 
Just now getting here in Columbia for 
drinking purpose*. 
Don’t you believe 
It? 
Well, here Is the way they find 
such things out. 
During the war the 
army made some tests of how fast 
water moves under the ground. 
This 
was done by digging two wells, plac­ 
ing some chemicals in one to discolor 
the water and then waiting to see how 
long before the discoloration became 
apparent in the water of the second 
well. 
The layer of sand from which 
Columbia secures Its water Is a me­ 
dium sand, neither coarse nor fine, nnd 
it was found that water moved 845 feet 
a year in such sand. The layer of sand 
outcrops at Versailles, which is approx­ 
imately fifty miles from here.

Japanese Easy to Learn. 
Sir Dennison Ross, director a t the 
London school of oriental studies, In 
an exhortation to his countrymen to 
barn Japanese, says that this la one 
of the easiest languages of the world 
to pronounce. “Most of the words end 
In vowels and none of the consonants 
offer any difficulties.” 
The structure 
of Japanese is very peculiar and very 
strange to th** beginner. 
It is hard to 
realize a grammar which recognizes no 
persons and genders—but such Is the 
case with the Japanese. The language 
also has no relative pronouns. 
How­ 
ever, there Is no reason why people 
w hose mother tongue is English should 
fight shy of the language. 
For prac­ 
tical, everyday purposes, six months’ 
study of the spoken tongue will carry 
an Intelligent man a long way provided 
he has competent teachers.
